which had been roused, the interests which had been threatened,

peoples—no wonder Mr. Gladstone felt compelled to acknow- 
ledge that, although war had not actually commenced, all hope 
of preserving peace must, however reluctantly, be abandoned. 
It is pretty clear from the debate which followed Mr, 
Gladstone's cautious and diplomatic speech that the House of 
Commons thorght with the Minister, No one pretended to 
forcsee a long continuance of tranquillity ; no one ventured to 
exyect it even in the shape of an improbable contingency. We 
doubt whether peace could now be preserved even on the sup- 
position that every question in dispute between the Powers at 
variance had been finally adjusted by negotiation, The quarrel 
is of such a character and has roused such feelings that the 
sword only can bring it toa close. Under such circumstances, 
it was natural, it was decorous, it was wise, for Parliament to 
reconnoitre the entire position, not in a military, but in a 
political sense; to see where the moral strength of each 
of the contending nations lay in this matter, how it 
was proportioned, and what and where weak points are 
visible in each case. It is better that England, who hopes 
to keep clear of the fray, should calmly and intelligently 
review its causes and objects before the senses of men, even of 
onlookers, are preoccupied by the dust and the din of actual 
warfare—that she should pensively look her last upon the 
landscape on which the stormy cloud will presently descend, 
and the features of which may be greatly changed before it is 
again seen from the heights of peace, Asa neutral, she is 
entering upon a sphere of international relationship with which 
she has not, in past times, been very familiar, and the worthy 
filling of which will impose upon her unusual self-restraint.

THE EUROPEAN CRISIS, 

A telegram received on Thursday stated that Austria had declared 
war against Prussia, It is true that the fact of such a decisive step 
having been taken had received no confirmation at the time we went to 
press with our early edition, yet one of the last steps preliminary to 
war has been taken. Indignant at the occupation of Holstein by 
Prussian troops, Austria recalled her Ambassador from Berlin, and 
the Prussian Envoy at Vienna received his passports on Tuesda 
night. Taking, then, these two significant facta in connection wit 
the doings in Holstein, it may be “said that practically Austria and 
Prussia are at war with each a at this time. 

The occupation of Holstein by Prussia happened in this wise. 
Prussia, ing into action her theory that Ausiria, by refercing the 

uestion of the duchies to the Federal Diet, has can celled the treaty of 
jastein, ordered her troops into Holstein, intimatia g at the same time 
that she would not object if Austria sent troops into Schleswig; since, 
the Gastein convention being broken, matters reverted to their former 
footing, of a common possession by both armies of both dachies. 
The result, however, was anything but a hostile collision, At 
Rendsburg, for instance, the Prussian troops were peacefully 
met by the Austrians, who afterwards, by order of General 
Gablenz, evacuated the place; and in return for this civil 
proceeding the Prussians gave an ovation to the departing 
Austrian staff and members of the Holstein Government. Each 
party pl = the national hymn of the other.

He had previously arrested Herr Lesser, the 
Holstein (Austrian) Government Commissioner—a step which caused 
great indignation, and elicited a protest from twenty-six members of 
the Estates, On Monday, also, the Austrian brigade (6000 strong) 
began to leave Altona an march towards Harbarg, in Hanover, the 
Duke of Augustenburg with them; and on Tuesday the Prussians 
took possession of the city.

As you 
were apprised last month, the M‘Oulloch Cabinet, foil ed in their 
eeveral attempts to outstep the four corners of the Consti- 
tation Act, had resigned, and the Hon. T. H. Fellows, who had 
successfully exposed their successive illegalities, had stated his 
willingness to undertake the formation of a fresh Executive, and 
this in face of the resolution carried by the Ministerial majorit y 
pledging themselves to 3% no other Administration bat that of 
the inevitable M‘Culloch. Mr. Fellows simply stipulated as a condition 
of taking office that the outgoing Ministry should, according to 
English and colonial precedent, provide means for the disc uarge of 
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The political crisis which ex 
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liabilities incurred during their tenure of office, leaving the way cleag 
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for the next occupants of office. To this very natural request his 
Excellency, acting under the inspiration of his responsible advisers, 
returned a decided negative, assigning as a reason that the M‘Culloch 
Ministry, who had been powerless to obtain supplies for themselves, 
could hardly hope to secure the desideratum for their successors. Mr, 
Fellows then asked that there should be a dissolution and a fresh appeal 
to the country. This was also objected to, on the ground that 
there had just been a general election, and that the result of another 
one would be precisely similar to the one preceding it. Seeing the 
persistent opposition offered, strangely enough, by her Majesty’s 
representative to the several conditions under which the public busi- 
ness could be carried on, Mr. Fellows had no alternative but to relin- 
quish the task be had undertaken, Asa matter understood and of 
course, Mr. M‘Culloch was sent for by his Excellency to take up again 
the office which he could scarcely be said to have quitted. On the 
House of Assembly meeting again, the Chief Secretary intimated that 
he had resumed office for the purpose of reintroducing the Tariff Bill 
without a single particle of alteration. It was ruled, however, by the 
Speaker that the bill could not be considered a second time during the 
reme Session in which it had been rejected. The Assembly then 
adjourned for a week; but immediately prior to its reassembling a 
notice of prorogation for the brief space of four-and-twenty hours 
appeared in the Government Gazette, Thus fortified, the Assembly 
again passed the Tariff Bill, which was again sent to the Legislative 
Council, and which appeared likely to be —_ rejected by 
that House, had not one of its members, who had 
before striven to effect a reconciliation between the two 
Houses, succeeded in obtaining a Committee of the Council to 
confer with a Committee from the Assembly, The members of 
the Lower House agreed to the conference, and conceded the 
reveral points for which the Council had contended. The three 
points disputed were the form of the preamble, the tacking of the 
Export Duty on Gold Abolition Bill to the tariff, and the clause 
limiting the duration of the tariff to three years. Council held 
that the preamble of the bill aimed at securing for the ay an 
uncontrolled and indisputable right to deal with the revenue of the 
colony without the Council having a voice in the matter. It was 
aleo contended that the insertion of the gold duty clause in the Tariff 
Bill was done with a view to compel the Council to pass the measure ; 
and, with regard to the limitation clause, it was averred that, if it 
were agreed to, the civil list would be endangered, and any Ministry, 
at the expiration of three years, would be enabled to tack on what 
conditions they pleased to the next Customs Bill. The Committee of 
the Assembly protested against these constructions, but never- 
theless yielded the first and third points; and, concerning the 
second, they accepted the statement of the Assembly's Com- 
mittee, that the insertion of the gold duty clause was not with 
a view to coercion, but was simply a matter of convenience. 
The Council also insisted that their compliance with the views of the 
Lower House on the matter should not be converted into a precedent. 
Having brought their labours to a close, the Committees reported to 
both Houses, and the Tariff Bill, as remodelled, was speedily passed 
into law. The distressing inconvenience a by civil servants 
and public creditors for the last three months, owing to the stoppage 
of supplies, has now been partially obviated ; and it is to be hoped

of Mr, Hugh George, the printer of the Argus, for an alleged libel 
which that journal published on the Chief Secretary, Mr. M‘Culloch. 


It was hoped that the imprisonment of Mr. George, and the exaction | 


of the enormous fines and fees incidental to it, would be at once a 
warning and a chastisement to the proprietors of the Argus for their 
temerity ; but in this the Chief Secretary and his majority in Par- 
liament were altogether disappointed. Influential visitors from 
all parts crowded to see the “State prisoner,” whose upper 
recm resembled a reception or a levGe. Becoming alarmed at 
the extensive and still extending popularity of his victim, the Chief 
Secretary intimated that if the fines were oe the prisoner would be 
at liberty to go forth, and hereby he thought to bring the matter toa 
speedy termination, In this, however, he was mistaken. Mr, George 
would not pay fine or fee, and, moreover, would not budge from his 
prison until he could do so without let or hindrance. The situation 
was embarrassing. A prorogation was urgently required to enable 
the rejected Tariff Bill to be taken in hand by the proposed conference 
between the two Houses, But to prorogue the Parliament and allow 
Mr. George to go free and thus secure a triumph to the Argus was 
more than Mr. M‘Culloch could well digest. An adjournment for a 
week was then proposed, and during that time it was hoped that the 
patience of the Argws and its printer would be used up. Such was 
not the case, however; and when further delay was impossible, notice 
of prorogation was reluctantly inserted in the Government (azette, 
and the same evening Mr. George left the precincts of Parliament- 
yard, “nor cast one longing, lingering look behind.” ‘ 
~ Amongst the departures from this colony next month will be that of 
the Hon, John O’Shan , whose name is indelibly associated with 
the early progress and su uent advancement of this colony. His 
enemies themaaboes being judges, Mr. O'Shanassy, as a statesman, 
stands admittedly pre eminent; and, to show that his services have

THE WAR CRISIS. 


FRANKFORT-ON-THE-MAINE, June 14, 2.9 p.m.—The Austrian pro- 
— for the mobilisation of the federal army has been adopted in the 

ederal Diet, to-day, by nine against six votes. 

The members of the confederation voting for the adoption of the 
proposal were Austria, Bavaria, Saxony, Hanover, Wirtemberg, Elec- 
toral Hesse, Hesse Darmstadt, Nassau, and the 16th Curie. The 
members voting against the proposal were Prussia, Luxembourg, and 
the 12th, 14th, 15th, and 17th Curie. The Baden representative, 
being without instructions, abstained from voting. 

The Prussian representative had previously declared the motion to 
be contrary to the Federal Constitution, and protested against any 
action being taken thereon by the Diet. After the motion had been 
adopted, he declared that Prussia considered the Federal Pact to be 
dissolved, He then submitted proposals for the constitution of a new 
Bund, announced that Prussia ed from the present confederation, 
and immediately withdrew from the Assembly. 

The Austrian Minister-President addressed the Diet in a speech in 
which he referred to art. 1 of the Federal Paci and art. 5 of the Final 
Act of Vienna, and insisted upon the indissolubility of the Federal 
Pact. He protested against the Prussian project, and maintained the 
continuance of the confederation, with all its rights and duties, 
declaring that no member was at liberty to secede from the 
Bund, and that the whole of Germany had a right to demand that 
the confederation should remain intact. He concluded by inviting 
the Diet to unite with him in a solemn protest for the preservation of 
the rights and competency of the Bund, which should continue in 
full vigour and binding upon all its members. 

The Diet adopted a resolution expressing its adherence to the 
declaration of the Austrian representative,

The births of 1959 children (1006 boys and 958 girls) were 
registered in London during the week ending Saturday last, the 9th inst. In the 
corresponding weeks of ten years 1856-65, the average number, corrected for 
increase of population, was 1947. The deaths registered in London during 
the week were 1383. It was the twenty-third week of the year, and the 
average number of deaths for that week was, with a correction for increase 
of population, 1196. Under the infinence of summer weather there is a 
decrease on the mortality that prevailed in May, during which the average 
weekly number of deaths was above 1500, There were last week 34 deaths 
from smallpox, 71 from measles, 34 from scarlatina, 75 from whooping- 
cough, 35 from typhus, 22 from diarrhoea, and 3 from cholera. Four deaths 
by carriage accidents in the streets were registered.—The births registered 
in London and twelve other large towns of the United Kingdom last week 
were 4149; the deaths registered, 5091.

MUSIC. 


At Her Majesty’s Theatre “Tl Flauto Magico” (“Die Zauberfléte”) 
was produced for the first time this season on Saturday last. The 
house was full, and many musicians and amateurs of music were 
among the audience. To such persons this renowned opera mast 
always be one of the greatest of treats. It is a feast of melody 
delicious to the most cultivated taste as well as to the most unlearned 
ear ; for no other opera so strikingly illustrates the close alliance 
between the simplicity of nature and the highest beauties of art. But 
the success even of an opera on the stage depends less on its musical 
than upon its dramatic qualities; and if the “Flauto Magico” con- 
tains the most beautiful music in the world, it is about the worst 
drama that ever was brought upon the stage. Hence it is very rarely 
performed ; for its music, enchanting as it is, cannot reconcile an 
andience of the most ordinary intelligence to the farrago of nonsense 
with which Mozart most unaccountably chose to associate his 
most delightful melodies. The care and splendour with which 
this opera is brought out at Her Majesty’s Theatre, however, 
is not the less creditable to the lessee. Its production 
is a homage due to the memory of the illustrious musician 
and a most delightful entertainment to every lover of his 
works, On this occasion the opera was rag A cast. Mdme, 
Harriers-Wippern was a charming Pamina; Mdlle. [Ima de Marska, 
as the Queen of Night, sang the wonderful airs as they probably have 
never been sung before. Gardoni’s fine tenor voice was delicious in 
the part of Tamino, The comic pair, py and Papagena, were 
delightful in the hands of Mr. Santley and Malle. Sinico. e grand 
music of the part of Sorartro, the High Priest of Isis, was given by 
Signor Foli, with a voice somewhat deficient in strength, but in the 
artistic style of an excellent singer. The ensemble of the performance 
was magnificent, and the audience were loud in their applause. 

The seventh concert of the Philharmonic Society took place, at the 
Hanover-square Rooms,on Monday last. The concert was h moured 
by the presence of the Prince and Princess of Wale: and Prince 
Christian of Denmark. The music, as is usual on the occasions of 
Royal visits, was of a lighter cast than that which is usually pro- 
vided by the directors for their subscribers. There was only one 
symphony—a short but charming one of Haydn. The concert b>gan 
with the brilliant and theatrical overture to “Zampa,” and concluded 
with Mendelssohn’s “ Wedding March,” very appropriately selected at 
this time. Wieniawski achieved a triumph in Spohrs dramatic 
concerto. A larger proportion of the concert than usual was occupied 
by vocal music. 

A splendid concert in aid of the funds of the Consumption Hospital 
at Brompton was given at St. James’s Hall on the evening of Friday 
week. The list of patrons, headed by the names of the Queen, the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, and other members of the Royal 
family, comprised above a hundred female members of the aristocracy 
and other persons of rank and distinction. The prices of alimission 
were unusually high—chiefly by guinea tickets ; and, as the hall was 
crowded, the receipts for the benefit of the above excellent iastitution 
must have been very large. The concert, however, was les: successfal 
in an artistic than a pecuniary point of view, The performance consisted 
chiefly of a dramatic piece entitled “ Ulysses,” with music composed by 
M. Gounod, now produced for the first time in this country. 

Mr. W. G, Cusins’s morning concert at the Hanover-square Rooms, 
on Friday week, presented the unusual feature of an instrumental 
orchestra, fifty strong, wholly composed of the most eminent per- 
formers. The pitce de résistance of the concert was a concerto for the 
pianoforte, with full orchestral accompaniments, played by Mr. 
Cusins bimself; a work which does him high honour both as a 
composer and a performer. 

One of the most remarkable concerts of the season was that of Miss 
Helen Hogarth (Mrs. Roney) in respect to the completeness of its 
arrangements and the extraordinary amount of first-rate talent 
engaged at it. The hall was completely filled, and the concert was, 
in every sense of the word, a great success. 

Mr. Aguilar’s matinée musicale at Collard’s rooms, on Monday last, 
was attended by a crowded and fashionable audience. He played 
several of his own pianoforte compositions, particularly an allegro for 
the piano and violin, in which he was accompanied by Mr. Holmes. 

M. Kuhe’s morning concert, on the same day, was also similarly 
favoured. The entertainment went off with great éclat; but, owing 
to a domestic affliction, M, Kuhe was not able to be present. 


THE THEATRES, 


On bed mae Mr. Charles Kean assumed, at the Princess's, the 
character of Hamlet. This was an event to be expected, the part of 
the Danish Prince having been one of this great actor's earliest 
triumphs. It is now more than a quarter of a century since Mr, 
Kean’s first oqeeaeanee in the role, yet he still looks the “ young 
Hamlet” that he did on that occasion, Mr. Kean has performed this 
character s0 frequently, and every line of his delivery is so impressed 
on our memory, that it is difficult to criticise what has been so long 
accepted, and, after repeated examination, so well justified by time, 
That it is a consistent and harmonious piece of acting is generall 

acknowledged ; that it is a forcible one everyone is compelled to feel. 
Mr. Kean undoubtedly takes the right view of the character. Hamlet 
simulates madness, but is not mad; though, at the same time, he is 
overrun with “the scholar’s melancholy,” which causes him to specu- 
late when he should be doing, to think when he ought to act. 
In princely bearing and in the external proofs of a well-disciplined 
mind Mr, Kean is irreproachable. But it is as a lover that he most 
shines, His scene with Ophelia is remarkable for its tenderness and 
ardour, and admits us at once into the inner life, so to speak, of 
Hamlet's love. Here Mr, Kean displays the inspiration of true 
genius, The drama throughout was admirably cast. The Gertrude 
of Mrs, Kean is superb, and Miss Chapman's Ophelia touched the 
“source of sympathetic tears.” Mr. Mead, as the King, was most 
exemplary in the care with which he pronounced the text, and in his 
general interpretation of the character manifested an intelligence 
which had been sedulously cultivated and fully instructed in its 
requirements, The house was numerously and fashionably attended, 
and Mr, Kean was frequently recalled to receive the congratulations 
of the audience. 

We are always happy when a hard-working and painstaking actor 
obtains an opportunity for displaying any peculiar talent by which 
his position may be improved. r. Hermann Vezin has long been 
known in this country as a highly respectable member of the histrionic 
profession, of artistic qualifications far above the common. 
lis ambition has even led him to attempt the highest roles, for which 
his physique is not quite adapted, bat in which, nevertheless, he has 
made a decided stand and won much deserved commendation. This 
gentleman is now at the Lyceum, and has been permitted to as 
the hero of an introductory drama, translated from the French, under 
the title of “ Doctor Davey,” in a part formerly played by M. Bouffé 
as Docteur Robin.

each of the competitors was known to first-rate and had her 
admirers, and a most exciting match was anticipated. The morning 
‘was very fine and sultry, with a light breeze about 8.S.W., and ever 
qeanete of a calm. The vessels were moored just below Iicit 
church, and, being so few, they were rather farther out than usual, 
The first gun was fired at 11.19.25, the second at 11.24.5. All were 
smart enough with their sails. The Niobe had her topsail up and sheeted 
out in lees than four minutes, only a few seconds ahead of the others, 
All set big topeails and big jibs, and soon after they started the breeze 
freshened and carried them merrily to the Point, where, of course, they 
closed, Sphinx with a slight lead. Niobe, however, soon drew clear

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THE wheels of the Reform Bill have been, by a sudden and 
resolute exercise of energy, forced two or three yards further 
through the miry clay, and there has been some jubilation 
among a portion of the spectators; but it may be a question 
whether the apparent advance has not made the final halt of 
the vebicle more certain than it was before, A majority has, 
however, been obtained upon a principle ; and it is important 
to note this—first, for the sake of the fact itsclf; and, next, 
with reference to the revelation it affords of the real sincerity of 
the House of Commons in regard to this bill. The ill-advised 
motion of Lord Stanley was defeated, as it deserved to be, It did 
not appeal to common-sense, and struck the House as a mere 


d at the Conservative gathering in the previous 


sy, and we may say in sincerity that it is 








also very pleasant, to refer to Lord Stanley's high character— 
none can appreciate that character more highly than we do, 
and none more earnestly hope to see the representative of the 
house of Derby in a front place among English statesmen. But 
at present Lord Stanley is not a Parliamentary power, but a 
valuable lieutenant in the regiment of which his father is 
colonel and his friend is captain, and it is his duty to obey. 
We have no right to be hard upon him for doing the bidding 
of his leaders, nor do we think that any particular 
discredit rests with Lord Stanley, because he was at the head 
of an attack which was ill-planned and likely to fail. The 
House of Commons would not be inclined to look with disfavour 
upon any contrivance that should bring the Reform Bill to an 
end, provided such contrivance were not a palpable device of 
the enemy. The motion which Lord Stanley proposed could 
only mean undisguised enmity, and, therefore, the tellers 
knowing what they know, it was a blunder which has given a 
temporary success to those who seek to force an imperfect 
measure on a reluctant Legislature, 

But the majority on the question of principle is another 
matter; and Mr, Gladstone and the Government have clearly 
won upon the county franchise. What the value of the victory 
may be we shall presently see. For the first time, the Liberals 
of all classes—as such, and not as merely Government par- 
tisans—came to the vote; and the majority is so small that 
in the days when “the point of honour” was one of the 
points counted in the game of politics a Ministry 
would have thrown up the cards, When the general 
election was over, and heads were reckoned, we were tri- 
umphantly told that we had a strong Government, with a 
majority of seventy or eighty. The first time that the strong 
Government really brings a question of principle before the 
House, the boasted majority just exceeds a single figure. Now, 
this does not show that the House of Commons in the least 
desires to shake or remove the Cabinet. On the contrary, 
the very large majority of thinking men in the House, as 
of the nation out of it, would be incensed at any act which, at 
such a crisis, could eject the Ministers, Bismarck, Benedek, 
Garibaldi, and King Victor form the Quadrilateral that enables 
the Cabinet just now to laugh at party combinations. But the 
result shows that this very Cabinet, which we desire above all 
things to keep in office that it may attend to foreign affairs, 
has not succeeded in understanding the true sentiments of the 
nation on the subject of the franchise. Before the question 
had been discussed almost ad nauseam, and when writing only 
under the influence of the impression produced by Mr. 
Gladstone’s original proposals, we ventured to say unhesitatingly 
that the franchise, as fixed by him, would not please the 
country, Since that time every test has been applied, the 
question bas been viewed in every light, and when argument 
has failed, menace on one side has been met by doggedness on 
the other, until parties stand facing one another, angry, but 
half-exhausted ; and the result of the whole process is to bring 
out the truth exactly as we stated it months ago. A miserable 
majority has just saved the Government proposal from rejection. 
To allege that the carrying a great measure in such a manner 
is legislation, is, in the words of the Laureate, who has been a 
good deal quoted on this Reform, “to abuse God's best 
gift of speech.” But the wheels, as we have 
made a partial revolution, but deep ruts and cruel 
are in their It possible that the character 
of this very franchise to which the adhesion of a bare majority 
has been gained, may be modified by the decision on the rental 
or rating test, still in debate while we write. But, whether 
this be so or not, there are masses of amendments on which

In fact, it reminds us of nothing so much as 
the criticism of a celebrated lady-wit on a book by one of 
her relatives—it is full of typographical errors, but the great 
typographical error was printing it at all. How long, therefore, 
is this weary and useless fight to proceed? Is Mr, Gladstone 
bent on carrying something which shall be perfectly harmless, 
because it must be presented to the House of Lords under con- 
ditions which will make it an absolute duty on the part of the 
Peers to reject the bill. We cannot believe that such men as 
Earl Russell and Mr, Gladstone would regard so unworthy a 
stratagem as a legitimate method of acquitting themselves of 
a responsibility, But if any such idea be entertained, it is 
worse than hypocrisy on the part of the advocates of the bill 
to rage against the Opposition for assisting in the work. 

We have never offered violent counsels, and we should depre- 
cate them now, The country is not eager about lowering the 
franchise, but desires to see the whole question settled, This 
bill is now felt to be objectionable as regards the rate at which 
it would fix the vote, and a congeries of blunders as regards the 
redistribution, Is it not time for the Cabinet to show that it is 
superior to the unfairness of taking advantage of its position. 
The country will not allow it to be turned out of office, and if 
Mr. Disraeli carried a vital question against it in this Committee 
the nation would not permit the usual fruit of such a victory to 
be gained by the Opposition, The Ministers are like the “man 
in possession,” not to be ejected by the inmates; but they 
should not let in strangers or rearrange the furniture against 
the feeling of the household. At the earliest opportunity, lct 
us see this bill gracefully deferred, with a solemn promise (not

The marriage @f her Royal Highness Princess Mary Adelaide of 
Cambridge with his Serene Highness Francis Paul Charles Louis 
Alexander, Prince Teck, was solemnised, in the presence of the Queen, 
on Tuesday, at Kew Church, The ceremony was performed by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, in attendance upon whom were the Bishop 
of Winchester, the Rev. R. B. Bram, Vicar of Kew, and the Rev. 
P. W. Nott, Curate of Kew. The ceremonial was devoid of all pomp 
of state. The village church was unadorned. The central pews had 
been removed, and the nave carpeted with scarlet cloth. Seats were 
ve at the altar for the accommodation of the Queen and the 
Royal family, and on each side of the nave for the distinguished 
personages invited to be present. The pews of the side aisles were 
occupied by the members of the Royal household and the tradesmen 
of the Duchess of Cambridge. An awning with open sides was 
erected from Cambridge Cottage to the church, beneath which the 
bridal cortége walked, the children of the school, in which Princess 
Mary evinced great interest, and the inhabitants of Kew, being ranged 
on each side. 

At twenty minutes to twelve the Queen arrived at the church, and 
was conducted by the Duke of Cambridge to the gallery. Immedi- 
ately after the clergy took their places within the altar rails. At the 
same time the bridal procession left Cambridge Cottage, the Duchess 
of Cambridge being led by the Prince of Wales, the Princess of Wales 
by the Grand Duke of Mecklenbarg-Strelitz, the Grand Duchess of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz by the Duke of Edinburgh, the Grand Duchess 
Dowager of Mecklenburg-Strelitz by [the Crown Prince of Denmark, 
and the Dachess Caroline of Meckleuburg-Strelitz by Prince Arthur, 
the ladies and gentlemen in waiting upon the several Royal per- 
sonages following.

THE STATE OF EUROPE. 

Mr. Kinglake started a discussion on the threatened war on the Continent. 
Venetia, he said, was the only real difficulty, and he strongly condemned the 
proceedings of the Italian Government. The policy of the Cabinet of Florence 
evidenced nothing but a desire for aggrandisement on the principles of 
Garibaldi, which were simply Fenian principles. It was rumoured, and he 
believed the rumour was true, that her Majesty's Government had advised 
Austria to cede Venice, and advice of this nature he regarded as encourage- 
ment of the very strongest descriptioz to Italy. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer could not assent to the statement that 
Venetia was the only source of discord ; it was the reference of the question 
of the duchies to the Diet, and the convocation of the Holstein Estates by 
Austria, which were likely to afford the immediate occasion for war. He was 
not aware that Italy had received any encouragement, direct or indirect, from 
this country in reference to bringing about a war. The Government had not 
advised Austria to surrender Venetia, but Austria had been perfectly aware 
for the last seven years of the opinion entertained by her Majesty's Govern- 
ment on this point. With regard to the question of the duchies, the cause 
of right and justice was to a great extent in the hands of Austria; but with 
regard to the Italian difficulty, which was one of old standing, she did not 
He was afraid there were no grounds for hoping that 
peace would be preserved. England and France had abandoned all idea of a 
conference, and her Majesty's Government were chary in tendering advice 
single-handed when it was not likely to be accepted.

OUR COAL SUPPLY. 

A long discussion took place on the motion of Mr, Vivian for a humble 
address to the Queen for the issue of a Royal Commission to investigate the 
probable quantity of coal contained in the coal-fields of Great Britain, and 
report on the quantity of such coal which might be expected to be available 
for use ; whether it was probable that coal existed at workable depths under 
various superincumbent strata, and whether they would recommend that 
bore-holes should be sunk in any and what localities ; to ascertain and report 
on the quantity of coal now consumed in the several branches of manufacture, 
for steam navigation, and domestic purposes, aa well as the quantity exported, 
and to what extent each consumption and export might be expected to in- 
crease ; how far the increase of population must accord with the increased 
consumption of coal, and the relations which one was likely to bear to the 
other ; and whether there was reason to believe that coal was wasted by bad 
working, carelessness, or neglect of proper appliances for its economical con- 
sumption, and whether they would recommend legislation with a view to avoid 
such waste. 

Sir G. Grey said it was impossible to doubt the importance of the question, 
and the Government were quite willing to concur in the motion for a Royal 
Commission, omitting, however, the last clause, which related to legislation 
on the subject of waste. It was desirable that the inquiry should be an im- 
partial and a searching one, in which the country could place confidence, and 
to this end it was necessary that the Commission should be a mixed body, in- 
cluding scientific men like Sir Roderick Murchison, who had consented to 
ical Society.

THE TESTS AT OXFORD UNIVERSITY. 

The sitting was almost entirely devoted to a discussion on Mr. Grant Duff's 
Tests Abolition (Oxford) Bill. 

On the motion for going into Committee, Mr. Neate interposed with aa 
amendment for an inquiry into the whole question of tests and deciarations 
at the two great Universities, but, after a short debate, the proposition was 
withdrawn, and the consideration of the clauses was proceeded with. 

Sir William Heathcote moved, as an amendment on the first clause, that 
the bill should leave the position of the fellows of colleges untouched, but, 
after a long discussion, chiefly remarkable for the opposition given to the bill 
by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the amendment was rejected by 245 votes 
to 172.

ECCLESIASTICAL COMMISSION BILL. 

The House having gone into Committee upon this bill, a long discussion 
arose upon clause 2, which provided for the appointment of a third Oom- 
missioner, at £1000 a year. This clause was strongly objected to by Lord 
Redesdale, the Earl of Elienborongh, the Dake of Rutiand, the Baril ot Powis, 
the Duke of Marlborough, and other noble peers, and was su by the 
Earl of Chichester, the Archbishop of York, the Earl of Harrowby, the Arvh- 
bishop of Canterbury, &c. The clause was ultimately postponed. 

On clause 4, which impesed a duty on the Commissioners to consider certain 
questions under the Church Building Acts, 

The Archbishop of York raised several objections to the clause. 

Upon a division the clause was rejected by a majority of 76 to 39. 

On clause 26, giving the Dean and Chapter power to augment tho salarics 
of Minor Canons, a division took place, when the clause was agreed to by a 
majority of 42 to 18, 

Their Lordships then having reverted to the consideration of clause 2, 
which provided for the appointment of a third Commissioner, at a salary of 
£1000 a year, it was ultimately rejected by a majority of 26 to 21. : 

The Bishop of Oxford then moved another clau-t in its stead, the object 
being to enable the two Church Estates Commissioners to discharge all the 
duties of the office.

THE REFORM BILL, 

Questions on several subjects having been put to the Government and 
answered, the House went into Committee on the Representation of the People 
Bill, when the debate on Mr. Hunt’s amendment in favour of a county rating 
franchise wes resumed, 

Colonel L. Lindsay confessed that he liked the amendment less than that 
introduced by the hon. member4or the University of Cambridge ; but it was 
an improvement upon that proposed by the Government, and should receive 
his a He hoped a rating franchise would also be introduced into the 
boroughs. 

Mr. Du Cane quoted at length pass ages from speeches made by Earl Rassell, 
Lord Palmerston, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the proposal for a 
£10 franchise, in which they stated that town constituencies ought to be con- 
fined to themselves or they would overwhelm the farm and landed interests in 
the counties. The same arguments would apply toa £14 rental franchise, 
which wonld be no fair representation of the different interests in Parliament. 
For that reason he should support the amendment, because, if the Govern- 
ment ag ony were agreed to, it would entirely destroy the OGonsorvative 
party in that House. 


Mr. Ayrton hoped the Government would not be deterred by speeches from 
the other side of the House from pressing forward this bill. He maintained 
that the provision for a land franchise was a great concession largely in 
favour of the landed interest. In com ng the rateable value in landed 
and house occupancy, he said that in rai ing a property allowances were 
made from 15 to 50 per cent, while on lan property there was no deduction 
at all; so that the present proposal of the Government was more favourable te 
the views of the Opposition than the amendment. 

Sir R. Knightley said he objected to the measure because he believed it 
would virtually disfranchise all the small freeholders. 

Mr. Goschen combated the calculations of those who had opposed the clause, 
and assured them that, if the clause sed as it at present stood, it woald not 


let in that large number of householders to the register which they feared. 
Mr. Heniey contended jhat the proposed aystem wud be open to the same 
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objection 
equabbles. 

The Solicitor-General defended the clause, amid Joud cries for a division 

The Committee then divided, when the amendment was negatived by a 
wajority of 280 to 273. 

‘The announcement was received with loud cheers from the Ministerial side 
of the House. 

Mr. Banks-Stanhope moved to leave out the section of the clause requiring 
that for the £14 county franchise the qualification should consist of a house 
in which the person resided, or a house with land, the former being not less 
than £6 in value, He contended that if a house without land gave a quali- 
fication, lend without a house ought to do so. 

Mr. Grenville considered the brick-and-mortar clause was a direct insult to

Sir E. Colebrooke hoped the section would be retained, believing that it 
would have a beneficial effect on the representation of the people. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer said the stock arguments of the last forty 
years egainst referm were that the land would be ruined. They had all been 
reproduced on the present occasion ; but it so happened that every dreaded 
change had turned out at last to the benefit of the landed interest. His right 
he n. tric nd, Mr, Villiers, at one time had been held up as the great enemy 
and Cestroyer of the land, and yet both sides now admitted that he had proved 
its greatest friend, Once for all, he would say, he did not admit that one jot 
or tittle of the charges brought sgainst the Government as to their desire to 
injure the landed interest was true. He objected ts the amendment because 
it would lead to the manufacture of indefinite votes. In a spirit of con- 
ciliation concessions had already been made; and, following that syirit, he 
would say Government did not wish to include or exclude any one class, but 
to carry ont the principles they had laid down of acting fairly and justly to 
ell. In giving way on this occasion, he had only to say he had no wish to 
impede the enfranchisement of small holders, provided security were taken 
against the manufacturing of votes, 

Lord John Manners congratulated the right hon. gentleman on the con- 
ciliatory manner in which he had received the amendment. The object was 
to make the £14 franchise as fair and just as poseible, and not to be used for 
the purpoee of creating fictitions votes. 

Sir F Croesley said that his suspicions were naturally aroused when ‘he 
found hon. gentlemen opposite for the first time were 80 anxious to increase 
the number of voters. He believed it would be easy for a landlord to create 
votes, rn he looked at the proviso which was to be struck out as a great safe- 
guard. He would oppose the amendment in every possible way, feeling that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer had made the concession too hastily.

BRITISH INSTITUTION. 

THE summer exhibitions of works by ancient masters and deceased 
British painters at the rooms of this institution in Pall-mall present 

te to the spring displays of paintings by living artists in other 
s besides the widely- iffering merit of the works exhibited. 
Micsmansgewent, and consequently falling off as regards the latter 
exhibitions, have been unpleasantly obvious ia recent years, but 
notbirg cf the kind is observable relatively to the former; on 
the contrary, the summer gatherin are conducted with 
epirit, jud'ciwusly arranged, and sustained by the contributors 
with admirable liberality. It would, perhaps, be ungrateful 
to Lint that this result may in part follow from the interest 
and pride of the noble patrons being far more intimately connected 
with the conduct of the one kind of exhibition than with the success 
of the other. Yet it cannot be wrong to call to mind that the 
“object” of the founders of the British Institution, as set forth in 
the first of their by-laws, was “ to encourage the talents of the artists 
of the United Kingdom, so as to improve and extend our manufac- 
tures.” And with this view the British gallery was “ appropriated to 
the exhibition and sale of the productions of British artists,” the ex- 





hibition of pictures by the old masters being regarded only as an | 


adjunct of secondary importance, 

Jn bringing together the present collection the aim apnenn to have 
been, 2s on many former occasions, to obtain a epecial character for 
it by assembling as many of the works of a particular master as 
porsible—Sir Joshua Reynolds having been selected in this instance. 
The attempt to illustrate all the historic schools would be hopeless ; 
but much may be done for our own great departed ones. Reynolds 


may here be studied in almost every stage of development, from the | 


famous family pictures of the Crewe, Westmoreland, Wynn, and 
Beaufort galleries. 

It is most gratifying to find the whole of the famous series of 
Reynoldees from Crewe Hall uninjured by the fire which destroyed that 
fine old Jacobean mansion—now being rebuilt under Mr. E. Barry's 
direction. Here is the charming halfie 
doves (of which there are two repetitions), untainted with the mere- 
tricionenees which Lawrance gave to the purest females, yet softly, 
even voluptuously beautiful, like that other refined version of the 
fair one, as “Cleopatra Dissolving the Pearl.” The picture was 
painted probably about 1760-6, ween Reynolds largely used those 
glazes of the beautiful but treacherous vegetable reds which, we 
know, will almost wholly disappear within a few years. Nearly 
all the warm glazes of the fiesh have fied in this instance, 


leaving the greenish half-tinta, unpleasantly repeating the green | 


curtain of the background. The painter happily became convinced of 
and avoided this error at a later period. Hence many of his maturest 
productions retain their pristine warmth and brilliancy. The cracks, 
slipping of the colour, and other injuries to which some of these last 


have been subject have arisen from other causes, such as the use of | 


bitumen to procure transparent depth, and the introduction of wax 
and other discordant materials to obtain a rich, “ creamy impasto.” 
Of Mrs. Crewe—a no less devoted partisan of the Whigs than the 
fair Georgiana Duchess of Devonshire, with whom she canvassed 
the electors of Devonshire—there are three portraits, First, she 
appears as “ Psyche” (not Hebe, as in the catalogue), when Miss 
Greville, daughter of the eccentric Fulke Greville. Where the bronze 
tripod is now seen in the picture her brother was represented as 
Cupid; but their father, after quarrelling with the son long after, 
bad bis portrait cut out and destroyed. Then she is represented, soon 
after her marriage, in 1776, as a shepherdess, in accordance with the 
taste caught from the French Court, which affected pastoral as much 
as classical masquerading. Lastly, she occurs in a half-length group, 
with her friend Mrs, Bonverie (afterwards Lady Robert Spencer)—a 
charming composition, exquisite for the refined grace and sweet 
expression of both figures, though faded, from the same cause as the 
Kitty Fisher, and likewise extensively “restored.” In the landscape 
background there is a tomb inscribed, “ Et in Arcadii ego,” and an 
anecdote connected therewith is on record. The picture was sent 
the frst Academy Exhibition, 1768, during the arrangement of which 
Jcbneon, inspecting the pictures with Reynolds, stopped before this 
one, and jerked out, “ What can this mean? —‘I, too, am in 
Arcadia ;’ it seems very nonsensical.” ‘‘The King could have told 
you,” replied Sir Joshua. “He saw it yesterday, and said at 
once, ‘Oh, there is a tombstone in the background; ay, ay 
Death is cven in Arcadia!’” Reynolds borrowed the 
from a picture by-Guercino, as appears from a memorandum in 
ene of his Italian sketch-books. The portraits of Mra. Crewe's two 
children are amongst the best-known works of Sir Joshua's prime— 








Master Crewe, a chubby little fellow of eight, dressed as Henry VIII, | 


and langhingly straddling in imitation of Holbein’s picture; and his 
sieter Emma, a little lady, about two years younger, in the quaintest 
old-fashioned dress, looking from within the shadow of an enormous 


black hood with delightfully naive demureness, The face is said to have | 


become greatly obscured, and to have been extensively repainted by Mr, 
Boxall. There are also a group of Mr. John Crewe's two sisters— 
Miss Crewe and the wife of Dr. Hinchcliffe, afterwards Bishcp of 
Peterborough; a portrait of William, fifth Duke of Devonshire, 
husband of the electioneering heroine already mentioned; a study 
called “Cartouche,” from the same model who served for “ The 
Banished Lord;” “ Ugolino,” and “The Cuaptive;” a copy by 
Reynolds of Rembrandt's “Tribute Money,” and a portrait by 
Hoppner of the Emma Crewe whom we have seen a3 a child grown 
up to be “ Mrs, Cunliffe-Ofley.” 

Another femily series is sent by the Earl of Westmoreland. Of 
Thomas, eighth Karl, there is a whole-length, walking, painted in 
1764, a robust figure, in a crimson suit, surmounted by a bluff, cha- 
racteristic face, admirably modelled—indeed, carefully defined through- 
out; and, es the painter was not tempted to employ the more delicate 
roseate tints to express the ruddy hues of healthy manhood, the 
colour has stood perfectly. There is also a smaller portrait of the 
same. Jobn, ninth Earl, appears in a grave, excellent half-length. 
But the moet important of this series, and one of the largest portrait- 
groups painted by Reynolds, is that of the Hon. Henry Fane, second 
son of the eighth Earl of Westmoreland, seated with his friend or 
guardian, Inigo Jones, on his right, over their wine within an arbour 
of a pleasure-garden ; and Charles Blair, Mr. Fane's brother-in-law, 
standing outside, as if just returned from a walk, The two convives 


eye the new-comer with interest, but he continues to lean gracefully | 


on his long cane, looking towards the spectator, paying them no 
direct attention—an attitude which (novel and inartificial as are the 
motives of the picture), added to the isolation of this figure oth»r- 
wise, seems to detract from the unity of the composition. The 
flushing white rolling clouds of the sky, admirably as they relieve 
the figures individually, likewise contribute to convey a scattered 
effect. Nevertheless, this picture (painted about 1766) is one of the 
most masterly works of Reynolds's earlier period. 

The Wynn family portraits include a full-length group, represent- 
ing Sir W. W. Wynn, fourth Baronet, and his wife, Lady Henrietta, 
fifth daughter of the fourth Duke of Beaufort, who was married in 
April, 1769, and died only a few months after (the date therefore of 


this picture), a work noticeable for its rieh costumes rather than for | 


its treatment of the heads, which, to say the least, are unfavourably 
lighted ; also, a group of the second wife of the same Baronet, Lady 
Williams Wynn, daughter of the Right Hon, George Grenville, and 
sister of the first Marquis of Buckingham, with three of her children, 
This was psinted in 1778, when Reynolds d'splayed his ripest power, 
and it is the most’ superb example in the whole exhibition. Lady 
Wynn reclines against a red cushion backed by curtains of the same 
colour, watching with maternal pleasure and pride her little ones 
playing, after their own childlike fashion, at her feet, the two oldest 


baby-sister. The colouring of this picture is truly magnificent, and 
its grand breadth and half-latent force can only be compared to 
that of Titian; whilst here, as always, Reynolds is unrivalled 
by any master, ancient or modern, in the representation of 
children. The large painting of “St. Cecilia,” also contributed 
by Sir Watkin, reveals how greatly inferior Reynolds could 
be as soon as he quitted his own proper realm of portraiture. The 
picture has apparently had all its final mellowing glazes removed in 
some recent restoration’; but this will not account for the unoriginal

The Beaufort pictures include a full-length of Heary, the youthful 
fifth Duke, dreseed in a rich purple suit ; he is represented walking, 
the attitude bearing an awkward resemblance to that of the Apollo ; 
and a half-length of the Duke's youngest sister, Mary Isabella, 
the beautiful chees of Rutland. She is seated, her cheek 
resting on her hand, looking pensively on the stormy sea— 
indicating, probably, as the picture was painted soon after 
the death of her husband, the Lord Licutenant of Ireland, im 
1787, the direction of her thoughts towards him from whom that 
sea had divided her on his death. This is a splendid example of 
Reynolds's latest style, largely, solidly, and boldly painted, the colour, 
as we have intimated is the casé in many later works, retaining its 
| force and beauty, but the unnatural bend of the arm betraying that 
cerelessness or imperfect training in draughtsmanship noticeable ail 
through Sir Joshua's career. A head, called in the catalogue “The 
Duchess cf Beanfort when a Child,” but more probably, as sug- 
| gested by the Zimes critic, a portrait of the beautiful Duchess, 
| daughter of the fourth Duke of Beaufort, just mentioned, when in 
i

infancy, is an exquisite gem of the sweetest infantine beauty. 
An early and much-faded portrait of Viscount Bridport is con- 
tributed by Viscount Hood. 

Turning from the many noble works by Reynolds, just re- 
viewed, to the examples of his distinguished contemporaries 
and rivals, Gainsborough and Romney, one can hardly fail te 
claim Sir Joshua as incontestably the head of our school, notwith- 
| standing that there are come who would place Gainsborough on 
an equal, if not mcre exalted, pedestal. It is true that neither 
Gainsbcrough nor Romney is nearly so adequately represented ; yet, 
after all possible allowance, we hold Reynolds to be the British 
caposcuolo, The range of his art is at once higher and wider, Hehasa 
dignity and fulness of “ style,” beside which the clever and graceful man- 
| neriem of Gainsborough looks thin, weak, and extremely conveational ; 
whilst Romney’s more robust method seems dry, lacking the mellow- 
ing nourishment of final glazings, and to partake likewise of a 
rcutine, prosaic character, arising from seeing too well how the effects 
are obtained. The heads by Gainsborough here of Anne Horton, 
| afterwards Duchess of Cumberland, and of “ Lady Margaret Fordyce” 
show refined perception of female loveliness, though not wholly free 
from affectation ; their colouring is sweet and pure, yet little more than 
tinting ; their touch is surprisingly light and certain, but at the same 
time mannered to the last degree. They have, in short, rather the 
chaim of sketches than the satisfying fulness of completed oil 
pictures. By Romney there are portraits of Sir John Milnes, 
| Richard Cumberland, the dramatist ; and “ Susan Jouanne,” and two 
fancy subjects—“ L’Allegro” and “ Il Penseroso”—rather common- 
place in corception, the draperies treated with an academic scul- 
turesque precision somewhat out of oe in the warmer, more 
suggestive art. Romney’s handling has the rapidity and descriptivencas 
of a practised master, and his draughtsmanship, generally, is superior 
to that of Reynolds; yet he often misses some of the delicacies of 
| expression always found in the works of the latter, and the unhesi- 
tating assurance displayed in his settled formule might with 
| advantage be exchanged for more artistic feeling and tender- 

ness. It is, however, a long descent from either of these 

to the showy, tricky, artificiality of Lawrence, in his “ Portrait of : 

Lady.” Hoppner, who imitated the breadth of Reynolds, bat | 

Lawrence betrays an overweening desire to please by excessive 

vivacity of expression, is seen to unusual advantage in a group of 

the “Hon, Archibald Macdonald, Sir George Sinclair, and Wiliam 
Besville.’ 
Other of our deceased British painters are wel) exemplified. By 
old Crome of Norwich there are several small landscapes of simple 
homely coast or heath scenes, but as large and even grand as they 
are truthful in treatment, and of the richest quality technically. 
Cotman, another Norwich artist of rare power, who likewise only 
enjoyed a local reputation during his lifetime, is represented in a 
masterly sketch, ‘‘ Boats in Shallow Water.” Hogarth appears in his 
well-known “Southwark Fair,” with its innumerable droll figur 
groups, and illusions; its falling scaffold of the strolling players, 
enacting with an unrehearsed illustration the “ull of Bajazet,” 
its back-sword player, with plastered head, riding his blind horse ; its 
pretty drummer wench collecting an audience for a group of strollers, 
| ite buskined hero arrested by a bailiff, ite booths, gambling, merry- 
andrews, monkeys, puppets, acrobats, and all the “fun of the fair.” 
By Wilkie there is a vigorous sketch for his picture “Not at 
Home,” executed when the painter indulged to the full his unlucky 
| mania for bituminous varnish. There are two of Newton's master- 
| pieces—bis admirably-realised and most pathetic “Scene from the 
* Vicar of Wakefield,’” and his “Scene from the ‘ Beggars’ Opera.’” 
There are also large landscape and architectural subjects by David 
| Roberts. The late Mr. Dyce’s “Virgin and Child” combines 
| something of the religious sentiment of the Italian painters with a 

sweet naturalism ; it has also a comparative solidity as well as 

clearness of colour not found in the latest oil-picture of that most ac- 
| complished painter. “ Byron's Dream,” by Sir Charles Eastlake—an 
idealised Greek landscape at dawn, with sleeping figures, inclading 
that of the poet—has a pervading poetic refinement, a tenderness of 
tone, and pure beauty of colour, which may surprise those unfamiliar 
with the works of the late president in his prime. 

The foreign pictures are not numerous, aud only a few are of 
unusual interest ; as, however, we have exhausted our available apace, 
we must defer our remarks on them till next week.

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THE TELLUBION GLOBE. 


A NEw instrument, called the Tellurion Globe, to show the diurnal 
and annual motions of the earth and its positions with regard to the 
gun, has been invented by Mr, J. L. Naish, of Brighton, B.A. of St. 
John’s College, Cambridge. It was exhibited at a late meeting of the 
Royal Institution, and again at the soirée of the Royal Geographical 
Society, where it was much . Machines for similar p 
have often been constructed to aid the popular teaching of astronomy, 
but have been found liable to some objections ; first, on account of 
the impossibility of arranging globes in size and distance proportionate 
to the magnitude of the solar system ; and, secondly, because of the 
difficulty of producing orbital motions having the same exact varia- 
tion as those of our planet. By this it is considered both 
those objections are now completely removed, as neither the globe of 
the sun nor the sun's distance from the earth is ee and the true 
orbital motion is obtained by an arrangement of the utmost simplicity. 
The daily and yearly changes produced by the sun’s light at any point 
of the earth’s surface depend on its enguae position with re to the 
sun’s centre. This position, again, depends, not on the sun’s 
magnitude, or on the earth's mce from the sun, but on the | 
motions of the earth upon its axis and in its orbit, together with the 
inclination of the axis to the plane of the orbit. In this machine, 
therefore, the sun and its distance are reduced each to a minimum, 
and the space thus saved is appropriated to the enlargement of the 
terrestrial body. False con s of magnitude are thus prevented, 
for the sun becomes a point, and its position is always near the earth's 
surface. Moreover, in consequence of the augmented size of the globe 
re ting the earth, the smallest motion, either on its axis or in its 
orbit, becomes very conspi-

If the focal points 
be near each other, as in the 
earth’s orbit, this uliar 
result takes place:—A body 
moving in the curve round 
the unoccupied focus, and 
with uniform motion, will at 
the same time be moving 
round the other focus, or sur’s 
centre, with true variable mo- 
tion. Technicalities cannot be 
introduced here, but the prin- 
ciple will be found set forth 
in any work on the Elliptic 
Theory. The earth’s motion 
upon its axis is also uniform ; 
therefore, since the earth's 
motion upon its axis, and its

Mr. M‘Douw of Manchester, delivered an important lecture 
recently, at the Penrith Farmers’ Club, on the cause of the potato 
disease. He had not, he observed, been able to detect a case of 
disease when the er was dry, or when the temperature never fell 
below 40°, and he was therefore led to the conclusion that the cause 
was excess of moisture or a low temperature, and instanced 1855. - It 
is important, he considered, to plant potatoes upon drained land, 
because undrained land is always cold, and, by becoming cooler and 
heated sooner than other land, ges its tem ture more rapidly. 
Land for growing potatoes should be of a light colour, because su’ 
stances of a light colour cool more slowly than substances of a dark 
colour, and the more uniform the temperature the less the liability to 
the disease. A light-coloured soil is preferable to a dark-coloured 
soil, from the circumstance of its greater uniformity of tem- 
perature. Another important matter is to get the crop off as 
early as convenient, because the earlier the 
maturity and are removed from the ground ti

lime helps to improve

Princess Augusta of "Henne Cassel 
The elder brother and sister are the 
present Duke of Cambridge, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and the Grand 
Duchess Augusta of Mecklenburg- 
Strelitz, who was married in 1843. 

Prince Teck, Francis Paul 
Charles Louis Alexander, Count 
of Hohenstein, is the only son 
of Duke Alexander of Wirtem- 
bere a cousin of the present King 
of Wirtemberg: his mother was 
the daughter of the Hungarian 
Protestant Count Rhéday, whose 
family holds one of the fore- 
most places among the great 
noble houses of ungary and 
Transylvania. On her marriage 
she was made a Countess of 
Hohenstein in her own right, 
according to the custom prevailing 
at the German Courts, in the same 
manner as upon the daughter of 
the Duke of Richmond the title of 
Countess Dornburg has been be- 
stowed, on her marrying the Prince 
of Saxe- Weimar, 

By the German law, however, 
the marriage of this lady to Duke 
Alexander of Wirtemberg was only 
recognised as a morganatic one; 
and consequently, as we learn from 
the “ Almanach de Gotha,” the 
issue (one son and two daughters) 
only bore the title of Count and 
Countesses of Hohenstein until 
Dec. 1, 1863, when a Royal decree 
of the King of Wirtemberg con- 
ferred upon them the ti of 
Prince and Princesses Teck.

Contrast with 
this obscure beginning the ecene of 
this day, and which, not only in 
England and in our colonies but in 
the United States of America and 
in every mation in Europe, will 
awaken the keenest interest. Such 
a reward of perseverance is always 
a gratifying spectacle, much more 
so when the work which it com- 
memorates is one in which all 
Christians can take part, and when 
the object is that of enabling every 
man in his own tongue to read the 
wonderful works of . I have 
an hereditary claim to be here upon 
this occasion. My grandfather, 
the Duke of Kent, as you have re- 
minded me, warmly advocated the 
claims of this society; and it is 
gratifying to me to reflect that the 
two modern versions of the Scrip- 
tures more widely circulated than 
any others—the an and Eng- 
lish —were both in their origin con- 
nected with my family. The trans- 
lation of Martin Luther was exe- 
cuted under the protection of the 
Elector of Saxony, the collateral 
ancestor of m ented father ; 
whilst that of William Tyndall, the 
foundation of the present authorised 
English version, was introduced 
with the sanction of the Royal pre- 
decessor of my mother, the Queen, 
who first desired that the Bibl, 
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should have free course through all Christendom, but especially 
in his own realm,’ It is my hope and trust that, under the 
Divine guidance, the wider diffusion and a deeper study of 
the Scriptures will, in this as in every age, be at once the surest 
guarantee of the progress and liberty of mankind, and the means of 
multiplying in the purest form the consolations of our holy religion.” 

The conclusion of this address was followed by loud and hearty 
cheering, the Archbishop of York offered up a prayer, the Bishop of 
Winchester returned thanks to his Royal Highness for his presence 
at the ceremony, and the Prince took his departure amidst enthu- 
siastic cheers for himself and the Princess of Wales.

Professor Frankland, at the evening meeting on Friday, the 

8th inst., gave a discourse “on the source of muscular power.” Es com- 

menced with a brief historical sketch of the progress of scientific upinion 
on the subject, in which he commented on the now obsolete notion of the 
vital force, and the genera] prevalence of the doctrines enunciated by Liebig 
in 1842, who said that food p my is the source of heat and motion ; that these 
are due to the transformation of the living parts of the body into lifeleas 
compounds; that the ultimate source of the muscles is the vegetable k!uy- 
dom ; that the nitrogenous parts of our food uce force, and that the non- 
nitrogenous parte supply merely the m for combustion by respiraticn. 
Professor Frankland stated that, as the opinions of physiological chemicte 
agree as to the ultimate, but not as to the proximate, source of muscular 
power, two philosophers of Zurich, Professors Fick and Wislicenus (with 
whom he himself had been prevented from co-operating), last autumn uncer- 
took to decide the problem by delicate and accurate ents on them- 
selves during an ascent of the Faulhorn. In a to the results of there 
ex ts Professor Frankland then ed to explain the methods by 
which he was able to determine the amount of force or actual energy gene- 
rated by the oxydation of a given amount of muscle in the body ; the amount 
of mechanical force exerted by the muscles of the body during a given timo ; 

and the quantity of muscle oxydized in the body during the time. After dis 
of these points at some length, and illustrating them by 
experiments and reference to a large number of diagrams, the Professor 
arrived at the following conclusions: 1. The muscle is a machine for 
the conversion of potential energy into mechanical force. 2. The mechanical 
force of the muscles is derived chiefly, if not entirely, from the oxydation of 
matters contained in the blood, and not from the oxydation of the murcles 
themselves. 3. In man the chief materials used for the production of muscular 
power are non- ——~ but nitrogenous matters can also be employed 
for the same purpose; and hence the greatly increased evolution of nitrogen 
under the influence of of a fiesh diet. 4. Like every other part of the body, the 
muscles are constantly being renewed; but this renewal is not perceptibly 
more rapid during great muscular activity than during comparative 
quiescence. 5. After the supply of sufficient albuminoid matters in the food 
of man, to provide for the necessary renewal of the tissues, the best materials 
for the production of internal and external work are non-nitrogenous ma‘ t.rs, 
such as oils, fat, sugar, starch, gum, &c, 6, The non-nitrogerons matters of 
food which find their way into the blood yield up all their potential energy as 
actual en the nitrogenous matters, on the other hand, leave the body 
with e porte’ (one seventh) of their potential energy unexpended. 7. The 
transformation of potential energy into muscular force is necessarily accom- 
panied by the production of heat within the body, even when the muectlar 
power is ex externally. This is doubtless the chief, and probably the 
only, source of anima) heat.
